200,000 PLAYERS ENTERED 
IN WORLD BRIDGE OLYMPICS 


About Half Entrants in U. S:.: 
Others Are Scattered From 
Nome to Tasmania. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—More than 
200,000 contract bridge players were 
announced as entered in the annual 
world bridge Olympics which began 
last night. Sixteen hands _ are 
played in an attempt to reach or 
better “par” scores established by 
the committee which arranged the 
cards. 

Competitors seeking the East- 
West title now held by Greece and 
the North-South title now held by 
Germany are scattered from Nome, 
Alaska, to Tasmania and circle the 
globe-from East to West. The spon- 
soring group, headed by Ely Cul- 
bertson, said, about half the  en- 
trants are in the United States and 
the others represent 63 foreign 
countries. 

All were to start play simulta- 
neously on the hands which until 
last night were kept closely 
guarded. 


INTELLECTUAL SANCTIONS’ 
‘ ORDERED DROPPED BY ITALY 


Books, Plays and Music Admitted 
From Countries Joining in 
League Penalties. 

ROME, Feb. 5.—Italy abolished 
its “intellectual sanctions” today. 
When the League of Nations de- 
creed financial and economic sanc- 
tions, Italy retaliated by forbidding 
the performance of plays, musical 
productions and movies from sanc- 
tionist nations and the introduc- 
tion of books written by nationals 

of such countries. 

Today the Ministry of Press and 
Propaganda, according to a com- 
munique, “imparted the necessary 
order for re-establishing the nor- 
mal situation of the exchanges of 
the works of genius.” 

The ministry’s action came after 
the international convention of au- 
thors’ societies held in Paris under 
the presidency of Dino Alfieri, Un- 
der-Secretary of Press and Propa- 


ganda. 


FRENCH GOVERNMENT TO GET 
$200,000,000 LOAN IN LONDON 


Money to Be Obtained Abroad Be- 
cause It Is Not Available at 
Home. 

By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Feb. 5.—An authoritative 
source disclosed today France had 
completed arrangements to borrow 
$200,000,000 at London because it 
was unable to complete the loan 
here. ) 

Marcel Regnier, Minister of Fi- 
nance, refused to discuss the pro- 
posal before the Finance Committee 
of the Chamber of Deputies but 
pledged he would “do nothing ex- 
cept legally.” 

The $200,000,000 loan will yield 
3,000,000,000 francs but the Govern- 
ment will need an additional bil- 
lion shortly, it was reported, plus 
4,000,000,000 additional for railroads 
whose accumulated deficit the Gov- 
ernment has been carrying.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5. — Where 
will the money come from? This 
is the most acute question’ the 
Roosevelt administration has faced 


3 |} Since the crisis of 1933, and as yet 
‘no authoritative answer—-or even 


an indication—has been forthcom- 
ing from the White House or the 
Treasury. 


In addition to the $6,400,000,000 
the President asked Congress to 
appropriate for the fiscal year be- 
ginning July 1, the administration 
must find at least $1,000,000,000 to 
hand over to the veterans who cash 
their $50 “Thrift Bonds”; must ar- 
range for about $500,000,000 in cash 
for the Agricultural Subsidy 
throughout the fiscal year, and 
must obtain between $1,000,000,000 
and $2,000,000,000 for additional re- 
lief money, the exact amount to be 
made known, the Fresident has 
said, some time after March first. 
Besides these known expenditures, 
the Treasury may be called upon to 
restore in cash some of the collect- 
ed processing taxes, all of which 
were declaréd unconstitutional by 
the Supreme Court. 

It is easily conceivable that the 
Treasury Department will be call- 
ed upon to disburse nearly $10,000,- 
000,000 in the coming fiscal year. 

Four Ways to Raise Funds. 
There are four ways in which 

part of these funds can be raised 
by the Federal Government. 

1. By cutting down expenses. 
This would furnish oniy a small 
part of the necessary funds, and 
would be unpopular in a presi- 
dential election year. 

2. By raising taxes. The Presi- 
dent has announced that there 
must be a tax bill at the present 
session but has declined to say 
how much he expect. tv raise or 
how. 

3. By permitting the deficits to 
pile up and thereby greatly in- 
crease the already large nation- 
al debt. This method endangers 
the national credit. 

4. By inflation of .ne currency 
with “greenbacks” or “printing 
press money.” This method now 
is advocated by the inflationary 
bloc in Congress led by Senator 
Elmer Thomas (Dem.), Okla- 
homa, and Representative Wright 
Patman (Dem.), Texas. 

National Debt at Peak. 

For the first seven months of 
the present fiscal year, which will 
end June 30, the Federal deficit 
was $2,124,419,129. On Jan. 31, the 
national debt had reached an all- 
time high of $30,516,452,985, as com- 
pared with $28,485,842,046 a year 
earlier. The President has esti- 
mated that the deficit for the cur- 
rent fiscal year will be $3,234,000,- 
000. He also predicted a deficit of 
$1,098,000,000 for the next fiscal 
year but this forecast did not in- 
clude the undisclosed relief appro- 
priation, the bonus payment, the 
invalidating of the processing taxes 
or the possibility of refunds of 
processing taxes already collected 
and distributed. 

The amount of the 1937 deficit 
and the resultant national debt will 
depend upon which of the four 
methods noted above th2 President 
and Congress deci‘e to adopt. It 
is possible that they will seek a 
combination of all four or of some 
of the four. 

This being election year, Con- 
gress so far has been reluctant to 
reduce governmental expenses or 
to levy additional taxes. And so 
far Congress has received no help 
from the President. 

Questioned on Bonus. 

At his press conference yesterday 
the President was asked how, in 
his personal opinion and in view of 
the country’s general welfare, the 
bonus should be paid, now that it 
has become a law. He replied that 
he could not give his personal opin- 
ion as he and his advisers were still 
checking up on possible ways. He 
related, however, that the total ex- 
tra cost of paying the bonus now 
rather than in 1945—a period of nine 
years—would be only $100,000,000 a 
year. Asked how he expected to 
raise the one billion dollars estimated 
as necessary for the payment to 
veterans who would demand cash 
for their certificates, the President 
replied that no decision had been 
reached. Nor would he disclose 
whether a plan had been considered 
for servicing the bonus bonds over 
a period of years. 

With the President noncommittal, 
Congress has not taken steps to 
meet the extraordinary payments 
that will be necessary next year. 
There has been no outcry from the 
congressional Democrats to cut 
down expenses and Republicans 
and Democrats alike have fought 
shy of additional taxes. The bonus 
payment went through with over- 
whelming majorities, and it will be 
interesting and instructive to note 
how many Senators and Represen- 
tatives who voted for the bonus will 
be as eager to vote the taxes to 
pay the bonus.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—-More 
than 200 corporation executives 
gave away $20,000,000 worth of 
stocks in December,’ escaping 
higher gift tax rates which became 
effective Jan. 1. 

Reports to the Securities Com- 
mission made public last night dis- 
closed that, including December's 
$20,000,000, about $85,000,000 in se- 
curities gifts were made since rec- 
ords were first kept in March, 1935. 
The bulk of the contributions fol- 
lowed initiation of the tax program. 

Walter P. Chrysler, automobile 
manufacturer, led the December 
list with a gift of 40,000 shares of 
common stock of Chrysler Corpora- 
tion, with a current market value 
of about $3,800,000. His gift was 
the second highest so far recorded 
by an individual. John D. Rocke- 
feller Jr. reported gifts of $27,000,- 
000 last June. 

Recipients of the gifts ordinarily 
are not listed in the reports, which 
are required under the Securities 
Exchange Act to show all trans- 
actions in the securities of their 
companies by directors, officers and 
holders of 10 per cent or more of a 
company’s stock. 

Cyrus H. McCormick, Chicago, 
was second in December with a 
gift of $1,580,000 in 24,000 shares of 
common stock ,\ of International 
Harvester Co. f virtually the 
same value were gifts of 46,000 
common and 15,000 of $1.50 pre- 
ferred of Twentieth Century Fox 
Film Corporation, by Joseph M. 
Schenck, Beverly Hills, Cal. 

Other large gifts in December in- 
cluded 5530 common shares of 
American Stores Co., valued at 
$250,000, by Robert H. Crawford, 
Philadelphia; F. F. Curtze, Erie, 
Pa., 3500 voting trust certificates 
for Columbian. Carbon Co., com- 
mon, valued at $380,000; M. S. Her- 
shey, Hershey, Pa., 5000 of Her- 
shey Chocolate Corporation, com- 
mon, valued at $400,000; A. Ward 
Ford, Binghamton, N. Y., 4000 -com- 
mon of International Business Ma- 
chines Co., valued at $750,000. 

George B. Alvord, Hartford, 
Conn., 12,000 common of Torring- 
ton Co., valued at $1,140,000; Waldo

Man and Woman Operators 
Charged With Killing Mother of 
First Alleged Victim.

NOTTINGHAM, England, Feb. 5. 
—The operators of a private nurs- 
ing home today were charged with 
killing Mrs. Louisa Baguley, the 87- 
year-old mother of another alleged 
victim, by administering fatal doses 
of narcotics. 

On Jan. 30 a Coroner’s jury held 
the two operators, Mrs. Dorothy 
Waddingham, 34, and Ronald J. 
Sullivan, for the death of Miss Ada 
Louisa Baguley, 50, a patient in 
the home. They were accused of 
poisoning her. Mrs. Waddingham 
held her baby as she stood in the 
Police Court dock to hear’. the 
charge. In the case of Miss Bagu- 
ley’s death, Mrs. Waddingham and 
Sullivan were alleged to have 
sought to obtain their  patient’s 
£8000 (about $40,000) estate.

HOW ALLIES GOT 
U.S. 10 PAY THEIR 
CARLY WAR DEBTS 


Pressure Won Assent to 
Meeting Obligations In- 
curred Before America 
Entered Conflict. 


McADOO’S LETTER 
IN EVIDENCE 


Not Until March 11, 1918, 
Did He Agree to French 
Proposals, Munitions 
Committee Is Told. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—Allied 
pressure which persuaded the Unit- 
ed States Treasury to begin paying 
off French and British World War 
debts incurred before American en- 
try into the World War was de- 
scribed today before the Senate Mu- 


nitions Committee. 

The Government at first objected 
but finally consented to the use 
of money raised by its Liberty Loan 
drives to pay maturing allied obli- 
gations to American bankers and 
other private interests. 

With J. P. Morgan and four other 
New York bankers on the stand, the 
committee produced numerous 
Treasury and banking documents. 

An early American policy forbid- 
ding the use of Liberty Loan money 
to pay off back debts of the Allies 
was shown to have changed some- 
what concerning England in the 
fall of 1917, and to have fallen final- 
ly in March, 1918, in the case of 
France, 

Shift in Policy. 

On Oct. 4, 1917, Andre Tardieu, 
French High Commissioner in 
America, wrote Oscar T. Crosby, 
Assistant Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, acknowledging the _ early 
American position. 

Not until March 11, 1918, did 
Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo 
write Tardieu an acceptance, of 
proposals that United States ad- 
vances to France “should be avail- 
able to meet interest and principal 
of the obligations of the French 
Government created before the 
entry of the United States into the 
war.” 

McAdoo’s letter noted he had 
“heretofore been unwilling to as- 
sent to the use by the French Gov- 
ernment of funds advanced to it by 
the United States for such pur: 
poses.” 

Rathbone Tells of Pressure. 

Albert Rathbone, a vice-president 
of Central Hanover Bank & Trust 
Co., and a Treasury official during 
the war, read a statement to ex- 
plain the urgency of French re- 
quests for funds to meet debts to 
private American bankers and in- 
vestors. 

He said Clemenceau, then presi- 
dent of the French Cabinet, at the 
most critical time of the war asked 
McAdoo personally for financial as- 
sistance “just as indispensable to 
victory as the military assistance 
which your country is giving us so 
generously.” 

Clemenceau’s appeal, he added, 
set forth that the productive ca- 
pacity of France had been dimin- 
ished by more than one-third, and 
that its currency, practically re- 
duced to paper money, had to suf- 
fice not only for French needs but 
also for those of the Allies fighting 
gn French soil. 

France’s desire not to upset the 
United States investment market 
by a separate public loan effort also 
was described. 

Morgan took little part in pro- 
ceedings, smoking or’ occasionally 
reading some of the documents in- 
troduced. “I guess we are in for 
another dull day,” Morgan re- 
marked. 

Morgan Goes Home. 

Morgan decided not to stay for 
the afternoon session and left for 
New York. 

Russell C. Leffingwell, a Morgan 
partner, and Rathbone joined in 
contending this country had not 
been in a position to “control” use 
of the money lent the Allies. 

Evidence was produced by the 
committee that at one time $5,000,- 
000 was paid on an obligation of 
Creusot, the French munitions com- 
pany, and that the du Pont irter- 
ests were paid more than $2,000,000 
for powder. Both debts were in- 
curred before America entered the 
war. 

Leffingwell insisted the necessity 
of “winning the war” justified such 
steps. 

Thomas W. Lamont, Morgan part- 
ner, told the committee he knew 
of no means of collecting default- 
ed war debts through “fresh agree- 
ments.” The financier’s statement 
was made when Senator Vanden- 
berg (Rep.), Michigan, asked 
whether, under present agreements, 
the $11,500,000,000 war debts could 
be converted into “marketable ob- 
ligations” of a size for sale to the 
public. 

‘I am sorry,” Lamont concluded

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GRLE EXPEDITION 
BACK FROM AFRICA 


Cleveland Surgeon Got 200 
Specimens to Study Energy- 
Producing Forces, 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 5. 
W. Crile, Cleveland surgeon, re- 
turned today from an 18,000-mile 
trip into the heart of Africa with 
enthusiastic accounts of a scientific 
expedition which brought back 
“everything from a mouse to an 
elephant.” 

The specimens were not alive but 
have been preserved for future 
study at his Cleveland clinic. 

Altogether, his expedition bagged 
about 200 animals, ranging from a 
seven-ton elephant, which Dr. Crile 
shot himself, to a mouse found in 
the jungle laboratory set up in the 
Rift Valley in Tanganyika. “7s 
took five shots to bring down the 
elephant,’ Dr. Crile said, “but it 
didn’t scare me at all.” 

“We started out,’ Dr. Crile said, 
“with the idea of getting a compari- 
son of the various types of animals 
in regard to their energy-control- 
ling mechanisms—that is, the brain, 
the thyroid and adrenal glands and 
the special senses. 

“Just as an engineer can look at 
a motor and tell what its horse- 
power is and what it can do, so we 
should be able to examine the 
energy-controlling systems of ani- 
mals to determine what they can 
do from an energy standpoint. 

Dr. Crile was accompanied abroad 
by his wife, who made notes of the 
progress of the expedition; Dr. D. 
P. Quiring of Western Reserve Uni- 
versity, and A. B. Fuller, curator of 
the Cleveland Museum of Natural 
History. Dr. Quiring and Fuller 
are still in Africa in search of speci- 
mens. 

The expedition spent five weeks 
in Tanganyika, during which time 
its members brought in virtually 
every kind of wild animals, includ- 
ing lions, tigers, giraffes and a hip- 
popotamus. As the animals were 
brought in, they were weighed and 
dissected, then packed for shipment 
to Cleveland. 


CREATION OF NEW BOILER WINS

of the secret Krom (Industrial) 
Party sentenced to long prison 
terms in 1930 for alleged efforts to 
obstruct the Soviet five-year indus- 
trial plan were freed by govern- 
mental decree yesterday. 

The. decree reinstated the indus- 
trial party leaders to full political 
and civil rights. All of the men 
were declared to have repented and 
performed noteworthy services for 
the state while in prison by con- 
structing a new type of boiler. 

Among the liberated men was L. 
Ramsin, former head of the Indus- 
trial Party.

‘SECOND SISTER DIES 


OF SNAKEROOT POISON 


60, Vic- 
tim of Milk Contaminated 
by Weed Eaten by Cow. 


Miss Julia Sepmeyer, 66 years 
old, died yesterday at her home at 
Peters Station, three miles north 
of Collinsville, the second member 
of her family to succumb to poison- 
ing caused by using milk contam- 
inated by snakeroot, a weed on 
which one of the family’s cows had 


been feeding. 

Her sister, Miss Clara Sepmeyer, 
47, died last Nov. 2, about five days 
after she had become ill. Seven 
other members of the family who 
also used milk and butter from the 
cow have been ailing since the 
two sisters were stricken and are 
still in impaired health. 

Dr. E. R. Moore, Collinsville phy- 
sician who has been attending the 
family, said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today that the snakeroot, 
while apparently not affecting the 
cow, caused a secretion of poison 
in the milk. The poison, consumed 
in milk and butter, caused atrophy, 
or shrinkage of the liver of persons 
who consumed it, he said. A 


marked accompanying effect was 
a general muscular weakness. 


The presence of the poison in the 
milk was determined by the Illinois 
Stdte Board of Health Department 
to which specimens were sent after 
the family was stricken. 

W. C. Sepmeyer, brother of the 
two victims of the poison, said yes- 
terday that he had been in wak- 
ened condition since his sisters were 
stricken, and had not yet regained 
his muscular co-ordination. His 
son, Merlin, 10, has suffered from 
similar conditions, in a _ slightly 
more aggravated form, and has at- 
tended school only seven days in the 
past 14 weeks. 

Others of the family still suffer- 
ing from the illness are Mr. and 
Mrs. John Sepmeyer of Collinsville, 
brother and sister-in-law of W. C. 
Sepmeyer; their son, Harlan, 14, 
and two sisters, Miss Laura Sep- 
meyer and Mrs. John Wendler, also 
of Collinsville.

EARTHQUAKE FELT IN JAPAN 
AS BLIZZARD CONTINUES 


Foot of Snow Falls in Tokio; Sev- 
eral Ships Reported in 
Distress.

TOKIO, Feb. 5.—The City of Ky 
oto, already suffering from the 


blizzard sweeping Japan, felt a 
fairly heavy earthquake at 4:10 p. 
m. today. No casualties were re- 
ported. 

Snow, which yesterday fell a 
foot deep in Tokio, had ceased fall- 
ing tonight, but winds were still 
high and the temperature low. 

The Unnan Maru, with a crew of 
45, sent out an S OS this morning 
that it was waterlogged and sink- 
ing. Two steamers reached the des- 
ignated position off Wakayama 
Prefecture a few hours afterward, 
but found no trace of the freighter. 

The small whaler Fukushima Ma- 
ru wirelessed it was in distress off 
the east coast this afternoon. 

Nothing has been heard since yes- 
terday of the fishing boat Deshina 
Maru, whose distress call was 
picked up by the Eglantine, Amer- 
ican freighter, bound from Galves- 
ton, Tex., to Yokohama.

BERLIN, Feb. 5.—The German 
Government officially requested 
Switzerland tonight to “discover 
and prosecute those behind the 
murder” of Wilhelm Gustloff, Nazi 
leader who was assassinated yes- 
terday in Switzerland. 

Germany, through its Minister 
to Berne, said it was “a serious 
affair, which was without a doubt 
a political murder” and was “clear~ 
ly a sequel to the Leftist press cam- 
paign against Gustloff, which cone 
tinued despite the German Minis- 
ter’s protests.” 

Complete fulfillment of the antt- 
Semitic issue “without compro- 
mise’’ was demanded by Adolf Hit- 
ler’s newspaper, Voelkischer Boe 
bachter, as a result of the killing 
of the Nazi agent. 

The paper said in a front- -page 
editorial: 

“Nazi Germany, from the bier of 
its shot party group leader, renews 
its oath to proceed without compro- 
mise in preserving the German peo- 
ple for eternity from the slavery of 
international Jeyry.” 


Fear prevailed in Jewish circles 
here that the killing would accel- 
erate the Government’s anti-Semitic 
campaign. 

The Nazi press declared “subver-~ 
sive atrocity work” by Jews en- 
dangered world peace. Nazi groups 
throughout the world were ordered 
to lower their flags in a demonstra- 
tion in memory of Gustloff. 

Hitler himself telegraphed his 
condolences to Mme. Gustloff. His. 
newspaper called for swift justice 
from Swiss authorities, asserting, 
“The Gustloff murder by a Jew 
throws a glaring light on the rotten 
activity of Jews in the whole world.” 
The newspaper said the killing jus- 
tified Nazi separation of Jews from 
Germans in the Third Reich. 

The news of the shooting reached 
Berlin as Baron Konstantin von 
Neurath, Foreign Minister, was giv- 
ing a reception for 1500 diplomats 
and Nazi leaders. All uniformed 
Nazis left the reception as soon as 
Gustloff’s death was announced. 

The body of Gustloff is to be 
buried at Schwerin-Mecklenberg 
with full Nazi honors. 


Yugoslav Medical Student Surren- 
ders to Police, Tells His Story.

DAVOS, Switzerland, Feb. 5.— 
Wilhelm Gustloff, 40 years old, mili- 
tant leader of Nazis in Switzer- 
land, was assassinated yesterday by 

a Yugoslav medical student. 

The assassin, who surrendered, 
said he was David Frankfurter, a 
Jew, 26 years old, and that he 
wished to strike a Diow to avenge 
the sufferings of Jews in Germany. 
Police said he told them he wished 
the bullets could have struck 
Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hitler, but that 
he had done what he could by re- 
moving the agent who “poisoned 
the atmosphere here.” 

Frankfurter insisted he acted on 
nobody’s orders and belonged to no 
association, police said. They quot- 
ed him as saying the idea of killing 
Gustloff came to him three weeks 
ago, and he bought a pistol at 
Berne. 

Authorities expressed fear of seri- 
ous repercussions in Switzerland 
and Germany. 

Gustloff had aroused the anger of 
Swiss Socialists by organizing Ger- 
mans in Switzerland in support of 
Adolf Hitler. Anti-Nazis repeated- 
ly had demanded expulsion of the 
scientist, but the Swiss Federal 
Council decided his activities were 
within the law. |

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—The 
House today passed the Senaie-ap- 
proved bill repealing the compul- 
sory cotton, potato and tobacco 


control acts. 

Further Senate action will he 
necessary, however, to enact the 
measure, which President Roose- 
velt requested only a few davs ago 
because the House added an amend- 
ment to release from tax payments 
some 250,000 bales of cotten on 
which taxes were levied under the 
Bankhead Act at time of ginning, 
but not paid while the cotton has 
been held for marketing by farm- 
ers. The amendment was prese2nt- 
ed by Representative Fulmer 
(Dem.), South Carolina. 

The vote on repealing the farm 
statutes was 351 to 10. Republicans 
insisted there should be a roll call. 
The repeal was suggested bv 
President Roosevelt in the light of 
the Supreme Court’s invalidation of 
AAA. 


The five voting against repeal 
were: Monaghan (Dem.), Montana; 
Marcantonio (Rep.), New York, and 
three Wisconsin Progressives, Am- 
lie, Gehrmann and Withrow. 
Monaghan said the question had 
come to be whether this was to be 
“a government by the people, and 
of the people. I believe the Con- 
gress of the United States should 
have manhood and virility enough 
to stand up and say we are not go- 
ing to permit the Supreme Court to 
destroy the acts of Congress.” 
Marcantonio said the action of 
the executive and of the Legisla- 
ture in repealing the three acts “is 
a surrender to judicial power.” 
Farm administration officials 
said repeal of the cotton, tobacco 
and potato control laws was not ex- 
pected to cause any great change 
in the personnel at AAA. About 
1300 AAA employes were trans- 
ferred or got indefinite furloughs 
on Feb. 1. Officials said the Bank- 
head and Kerr-Smith laws have 
been administered largely by the 
regular cotton and tobacco divisions 
which had charge of the production 
adjustment programs for those 
crops.

Democrats: Maverick, Texas;

“charter of anarchy.” 

He proposed that the United 
States scrap its Constitution, builda 
new one based on American needs, 
nationalize the banks and destroy 
the power of the financiers. 

He said that if President Roose- 
velt, then but a few weeks in of- 
fice, “has to go on under the Con- 
stitution, with the usual rotten 
Congress and all the rest of it, he 
will inevitably be as great a disap- 
pointment as Mr. Hoover.” 

In setting up a new constitution, 
he said, Americans should make it 
an American document. “Don’t 
bother so much about Karl Marx,” 
was his advice. 

“Not Really a Constitution.” 

Speaking in detail of the Consti- 
tution of the United States, Shaw 
said: 

“It was not really a constitution 
at all; it was not an instrument of 
government. It-was a guarantee to 
the whole nation that they never 
could be governed at all. And that 
is exactly what they wanted. 

“In England we have the British 
Constitution, but nobody knows 
what it is, and it is not written 
down anywhere. But you have got 
the thing. I can nail you down to 
the clauses of that Constitution. 

“It was a constitution of certain

failure of the terms to include a 
provision that State Senators 
Michael Kinney and Joseph H. 
Brogan will not be opposed for re- 
nomination in the primary elec- 
tion, Aug. 4. 

The Mayor held a two-hour con- 
ference in his office yesterday aft- 
ernoon with Kinney, Brogan, his 
brother, Judge Joseph F. Dick- 
mann of the Court of Criminal Cor- 
Robert E. Hannegan, 


Assessor Ralph Coale and City 
Counselor Edgar H. Wayman. Aft 
its conclusion, the Mayor handed 
reporters the following written 
statement: 

“Thoughtful Consideration.” 

“The overtures of settlement of 
factional differences, as proposed, 
have been discussed with my 
friends, as I said I would do be- 
fore any definite action is taken, 
and we are now giving the matter 
thoughtful consideration.”

Jimmy Miller’s Attitude. 

Jimmy Miller, when asked by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter whether he 
had accepted the peace terms, re- 
plied that he had, and added,

Hall do is all right with me as long 
as they let me handle the Fourth 
Ward. That's all I’m _ interested 
in.” 

As has been told, the peace terms, 
as announced Monday by Dr. R. 
Emmet Kane, mediator between the 
two factions, included a provision 
that the Mayor is not to be opposed 
for renomination, if he desires to 
run again in 1937.. An arbitration 
board, consisting of Dr. Kane, for- 
mer Circuit Judge Jesse McDonald 
and Marion C. Early, attorney, is 
to be established to adjust all fu- 
ture factional disputes and to rule 
on the qualifications of candidates 
in this year’s elections.

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souri Representative who boasted 
that he voted for every appropria- 
tion and never voted for a tax. His 
spirit goes marching on in the pres- 
ent Senate and the House. It is 
supposed to be “bad politics” to vote 
for a tax. The reluctance to vote 
taxes explains in part the present 
demands in the Senate and the 
House for currency inflation. In 
the past the President, although he 
sponsored the devaluation of the 
gold dollar, has opposed currency 
inflation by the printing press 
method. 
Germany’s Experience. 

It has been estimated that the 
entire mortgage indebtedness of the 
German people in 1913 was about 
$10,000,000,000. This indebtedness, 
greater than the present American 
farm mortgage indebtedness, could 
have been paid off in Germany in 
November, 1923, with one American 
cent, when one gold mark was 
worth one trillion paper marks, 

This experience in lightening 
mortgages and other fixed indebt- 
edness is cited by some inflationists 
as a reason for “greenback money” 
in the United States, although they 
insist, of course, that American in- 
flation woula be controlled to bring 
about a balance between farm and 
industrial prices. Thus the Pat- 
man forces have joined with mem- 
bers of the farm bloc in advocating 
the Frazier-Lemke farm mortgage 
bill, which calls for the issuance 
of $3,000,000,000 in Federal Reserve 
notes backed by farm mortgages 
paying only 1% per cent interest. 
This bill has been reported by the 
Senate Agricultural Committee and 
215 members of the House have 
signed a petition to discharge the 
House Agricultural Committee from 
its further consideration. Only a 
bare majority of the House, or 218 
members, is required to take the 
bill to the floor for a vote. The pe- 
tition thus lacks three signers, and 
it must be assumed that virtually 
every member who signed a peti- 
tion to discharge a regular com- 
mittee from its recognized duty 
would vote for the bill. 

Farmers Demanding Relief. 

Thus a minority group—the farm- 
ers—are demanding relief just as 
the veterans did last year, and as 
Representative Patman and other 
inflationists are doing this year. It 
is interesting to note that the Pat- 
man “greenback” bonus bill passed 
the House last year by a 36-to-1 vote 
and was passed by the Senate 54 to 
30. In the Senate, however, some 
Senators voted for the inflation- 
ary bill to make it easier for a 
presidential veto. 

An example of inflationary logic 
is contained in a statement by Rep- 
resentative Richard M. Duncan 
(Dem.), Missouri, a member of: the 
powerful Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, which must work out new 
tax legislation to meet next year’s 
expenditures. 


Inflationist Argument. 

“My district,” Duncan said, “is in 
considerable part a rural district, 
and I find that there is strong 
sentiment for issuing currency 
against the 10 billion of gold 
that is in the Treasury. We have 
issued currency against less than 
half this amount and I am con- 
vinced that it is entirely practic- 
able to issue at least three billions 
of additional currency against the 
gold reserve.” 

Duncan signed the pétition to 
discharge the Agricultural Com- 
mittee from further consideration 
of the Frazier-Lemke farm mortg- 


The other Missouri rep- 
resentatives who signed the peti- 
tion are Clarence Cannon, Reuben

The effect of currency inflation 


on ordinary families has been de- 
scribed by Dr. R. B. Westerfield, 
Professor of Political Economy at 
Yale University. 


“The welfare of any family in 
this melee of changing prices 
(caused by inflation) depends upon 
the source of its income and the 
distribution of its expenditures. To 
the degree the income is in the 
form of dividends and profits, it is 
likely to expand fast and the equi- 
ties owned in real estate, corporate 
stocks, commodities and trading or 
servicing lines will grow in dollar 
value. 

“If the income is in the form of 
rent or salary or interest, it will 
not rise much or soon. The wage 
earner may not be able through 
private or collective bargaining to 
advance his hourly wage rate com- 
parably with his cost of living, but 
the deficit may be in whole or part 
offset by steadier employment or 
extra overtime. Some of the fam- 
ily expenditures will not rise as 
fast as income, others will go sky- 
rocketing. The landlord will not 
advance the rent at once and never 
adequately; the insurance prem- 
iums will stay constant; the rates 
for street car, bus, railroad, gas, 
telephone and electricity service 
will lag; taxes will rise dilatorily; 
the interest payment on the mort- 
gage on the home will remain fixed. 


Food Would Go Up. 
“On the other hand, the cost of 


come makes it easie to liquidate 
debts. On the other hand, all re- 
ceipts of interest and principal are 
in dollars of declining purchasing 
power, and all bank deposits, bonds 
owned, and insurance policies are 
losing in purchasing power faster 
than interest is accumulating on 
them. It is painful to see these ob-

“The whole picture is a disheart- 
ening one—of unearned and unde-

Dr. We:tfield’s statement was 
made in a radio address sponsored 
by the American Liberty League. 
It was in harmony with President 
Roosevelt’s remarks in the 1935 
bonus veto message. The President

LECTURER GIVES ACCOUNT 
OF VISIT TO ETHIOPIA 


Dr. Wilfred H. Osgood Says It Has 
One Foot in Middle Ages 
Other in League of Nations, 


Ethiopia was described as a na-| 


tion with one foot in the Middle 
Ages and one foot in the League 
of Nations by Dr. Wilfred H. Os- 
good, curator of zoology of the 
Field Nuseum of Natural History 
of Chicago, in a lecture at Soldan 
High School last night. 


Dr. Osgood, who spoke under 
auspices of the Washington Uni- 
versity Association, illustrated his 
remarks on the ancient habits and 
practices of Ethiopians with mo- 
tion pictures taken nine years ago 
when he led the museum’s expedi- 
tion into the country to collect 
specimens of animal life. He ex- 
plained the natural defenses of the 
country, in the form of mountains 
rising in sheer walls thousands of 
feet high, which are preventing a 
quick conquest by Italy.

State Labor Commissioner Mary 
Edna Cruzen ordered rigid enforce- 
ment of the statute forbidding the 
employment of children of school 
age, in a letter received yesterday 
by Mrs. Lottie Walsh, Deputy State 
Labor Commissioner for the St.

Miss Cruzen directed inspectors

Much of Money on Deposit in 
Closed Banks—Owed by 
County, Township Officers

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 5. 


Due principally to funds being tied 
up in closed banks, county and 
township officers of Caldwell 


County, in Northwest Missouri, owe 
the State and county a total of 
$43,584, an audit made public yes- 
terday by the State Auditor’s de- 
partment showed. 

The audit, which covered the per- 
iod from Jan. 1, 1931, to Dec. #1, 
1934, showed that $33,677, or more 
than 75 per cent, was due from 
township and ex-officio collectors.

100 Quail and One 
Pheasant Found at Rail- 
road’s Commissary. 

Seven officials of the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad were summoned 
to appear in the office of Federal 
Game Warden Harry Barmeier to- 
day after 100 wild ducks, 100 quail 
and one pheasant were found ina 
refrigerator at the railroad’s com- 

missary, 605 Ranken avenue. 

Barmeier reported that Earl 
Wilson, in charge of the commis- 
sary, said the game had been 
placed in the refrigerator by offi- 
cials of the railroad. When called 
by telephone, Barmeier said, they 
agreed to appear at his office. He 
withheld their names. 

Possession of wild ducks became 
illegal in the northern zone after 
a 10-day period following the close 
of the season Nov. 29. In the cen- 
tral zone the duck hunting season 
closed Dec, 29, and possession was 
permitted for 10 days thereafter. A 
shipping tag among the ducks, only 
a part of which were dressed, 
showed some had been sent from 
Minnesota, Barmeier said. 

While there is no Federal law 
against the possession of quail, Bar- 
meier said laws covering interstate 
transportation of game might have 
been violated. Possession of quail 
at this time is a violation of Mis- 
souri law, however. The quail sea- 
son closed Dec. 31, and possession 
was permitted until five days later. 
Missouri has no open season on 
pheasant and few are to be found 
here. Barmeier said he would in- 
vestigate the possibility that the 
pheasant had been illegally shipped 
from another State, 


C. OF C, URGES ST. LOUIS 
AS REGIONAL FEDERAL CENTER 


Sends Letters to President and 
Members of Congress Stressing 
Advantage of City. 
Establishment of a Federal “sub- 
capital” in St. Louis, if the recom-

‘Roosevelt to Drop Certain Au-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—Presi- 


dent? Roosevelt announced yester- 
day he would cancel congressional 
authorizations for the borrowing of | 
more than one billion dollars.

authorizations meant only that the’ 
funds would not have to be bor-| 
rowed for the purposes mentioned | 
and did not mean that these. funds 
would be available to meet other 
Government expenses. 

A check of the Home Owners’ 
Loan Corporation, which the Pres- 
ident mentioned as one agency in- 
volved, showed that around one bil- 
lion dollars in authorizations might 
be available for cancelation there. 

He said yesterday’s conference 
was called for the purpose of de- 
termining how actual spending was 
proceeding, to weed out any author- 
izations no longer necessary, and 
so reduce the burden for future 
borrowings. 

Roosevelt declined to estimate 
the amount of authorizations which 
eventually would be canceled. 


GOV, EARLE REFUSES T0 ACT 
AGAINST BOOTLEG MINING 


Tells Operators He Won’t Send 

State Police Unless Situation 

Is Out of Control. 

HARRISBURG, Pa., Feb. 5.— 
George H. Earle refused yesterday 
to send State troopers to halt coal 
mining by unhired workers and 
told a group of anthracite opera- 
tors that “your candidate, Schna- 
der, wouldn’t do anything for you. 
Now why do you come to me?” 

Former Attorney-General Wil- 
liam A. Schnader was the unsuc- 
cessful Republican candidate for 
Governor against Earle in 1934. 

The Governor conferred with 
presidents and operators of 26 coal 
companies and informed them he 
would not intervene against the 
unauthorized industry until local 
authorities certify the situation is 
beyond their contrel. 

The operators, headed by Charles 
F. Huber, president of the Anthra- 
cite Institute, New York, asked 
Earle to send State police to the 
anthracite belt to break up the de- 
pression-born industry which pro- 
duces 4,000,000 tons of coal annu- 
ally from company-owned property. 

The Governor countered the oper- 
ators’ arguments with a brief re- 
view of the social and economic 
aspects of the problem. 

“Let me ask you this,” he said. 
“Have you ever shown any consid- 
eration for the people you brought 
into these districts? These people 
who have become implanted, bought 
their own homes and established 
churches, hospitals and_ schools. 
You brought them to these commu- 
nities to mine coal and you made 
lots of money from it. Now you 
abandon them and expect them to 
make a living out of thin air.”

Under Reorganization, $20,000 
of Outside Funds Will Be 
Made Available.

Additional funds will go for em- 
ployment of a full-time County 
Health Officer, a director of sani- 
tation, food and milk inspectors 
and additional nurses. The county 
will not be obligated to spend more 
than it spends at present for pub- 
lic health. 

County Counselor John E. Moo- 
ney was instructed to draw up a 
formal resolution of aeceptance. Dr. 
Bredeck said he would proceed im- 
mediately to inform the State Board 
of Health, the Government service 
and the university of the Court's 
acceptance and arrange for formal 
application for the funds. 

Under the plan, qualifications of 
all professional workers in the new 
department will be subject to ap- 
proval by State and Federal service. 
Those now employed will be re- 
tained if their qualifications are 
satisfactory. 

Dr. Edwin L. Sheahan serves in 
part-time capacity as Health Com- 
missioner at $1000 a year. He also 
is superintendent of the County 
Hospital. Members of the Court 
said today his term as health of- 
ficer would expire March 1 and 
that thereafter he probably would 
be relieved of his duties in that de- 
partment, on appointment of a suc- 
cessor. The new health officer will 
be employed full-time and his qual- 
ifications must be approved by the 
agencies named. 

Under the reorganization, from 
$9000 to $12,000 will be available 
to the county in funds advanced 
to the State by the Government, 
under provisions of the Social Se- 
curity Act, passed last year. An 
additional $8000 to $10,000 will be 
paid by the university, which plans 
to establish a department of pub- 
lic health in its medical school, 
opening probably next September. 

The new department in the med- 
ical school will train public health 
workers, many at the expense of 
the Government. The model coun- 
ty health unit planned for the 
county will be used in training 
these students. 

There are now 12 employes in 
the county health department, be- 
sides the commissioner. They are 
two sanitary inspectors, two milk 
inspectors, one dog inspector, four 
nurses, two stenographers and one 
social service investigator. Cost of 
the department last year was $36,- 
900 and the year before $43,700. 

Dr. Sheahan filed a report on 
activities of the Health Depart- 
ment in the 10-month period ending 
Jan. 1. A total of 3100 smallpox 
vaccinations were given, 2109 ty- 
phoid immunizations and _ 10,987 
diphtheria immunizations. 

The department handled 460 tu- 
berculosis cases, held 42 chest clin- 
ics, at which 996 examinations were 
conducted, and distributed 600 pints 
of cod liver oil free to 80 families.

The Committee told the House 
that an indicated increase of $4,- 
800,453 in Treasury operating ex- 
penses was “more apparent than 
real,” as it included $1,499,190 for 
expenses under the emergency 
banking, gold reserve and silver 
purchase acts, $562,510 represent- 
ing transfers under the Division of 
Disbursements and the Alcohol Ad- 
ministration’s allowance. 

Special Items. 

Two new special items were $24,- 
000,000 for payments to Federal 
Land Banks—on account of a re- 
duction in interest rates on farm 
mortgages from 5.19 per c.nt on the 
average June ‘:), 1935, to 3.5 per 
cent in 1936 and 4 per cent in 1937 
—and $24,000,000 for subscriptions 
to the paid-in surplus Federal 
Land banks. 

An increase of $194,760 was _ in- 
cluded to increase the Customs 
Service personnel, and $773,240 was 
recommended to hire more employ- 
es in the Bureau of Internal Rev- 
enue under the alcohol tax unit, but 
the committee disallowed a request 
for more help to shorten from 21 
months to 15% months the time for 
investigating income tax returns. 

The Secret Service was allowed 
$1,050,450, an increase of $187,260, 
to provide 50 more field operatives 
and cther personnel, 

The Coast Guard appropriation 
was put at $24,020,570, an increase 
of $1,259,255. 

The Public Health Service was 
allotted $19,986,235, an increase of 
$9,208,668, of which $8,900,000 was 
for Social Security Act expenses, 
including $8,000,000 for grants to 
states. The bill also includes $47,- 
076 for increased pay and promo- 
tions and allowing for an addition- 
al officer each at the Lexington 
(Ky.) Narcotic farm and the St. 
Louis and Memphis hospitals. 

Postoffice Increase. 

The committee said the Postof- 
fice Department’s increase was in 
large measure due to application of 
the 40-hour week among its em- 
ployes, estimated to cost $27,332- 
105, in anticipation of increased 
postal business. Provision was 
made for approximately 3000 more 
regular employes. 

For foreign mail, $9,450,000 was 
allowed, $125,000 less than the cur- 
rent appropriation. The total in- 
cluded $7,888,790 for foreign § air 
mail, a decrease from $8,000,000 
which was occasioned in part by 
eliminating an unused $350,000 al- 
lowed for the Bangor-Halifax route, 
aftd a $600,000 reduction in the 
Latin American service due to re- 
visions in rates and services. The 
committee disallowed $242,755 re- 
quested for additional air mail 
routes in Alaska and $267,500 for 
an additional route down the east 
coast of South America through Bo- 


livia. 2 


For merchant marine contracts, 
$26,500,000 was recommended, $2.- 
350,000 less than for this year be- 
cause of cancellation of one con- 
tract by agreement and “substantial 
savings” anticipated as a result of 
speed tests of ocean mail ships. 

The domestic air mail was al- 
lowed $12,000,000, or $1,300,000 more 
than the current appropriation. It

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LOS ANGELES COUNCIL 


AGAINST BORDER GUARD 


Asks City Attorney to Pass on 
Legality of Sending Police 
Outside the Limits. 


By the Associated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 5. — The 
City Council unanimously passed 
a resolution yesterday asking the 
City Attorney to pass on the legal- 
ity of the plan to guard the State 
borders against transiénts. The res- 
olution, referring to the “embattled 
frontier of the states of Oregon, 
Nevada and Arizona,” charged that 
the “organizing and dispatching of 
136 officers was done in secret.”

S. L. Harman, assistant secretary 
of the Chamber, explaining the plan, 
said: “Officers are instructed to 
tell vagrants there are no jobs for 
them in this State, and that they 
are not eligible for State relief or 
employment under the Works Prog- 
ress Administration.” 

Near Needles, in San Bernardino 
County, the police chased itinerants 
from freight trains but made no ar- 
rest. Others were met across from 
Yuma, Ariz., with the choice of jail 
or staying out of California. 

In two of the 11 border counties, 
where Davis had said he was get- 
ting co-operation, sheriffs refused 
to help the city police. Detachments 
of city police are expected to go on 
duty at the Oregon and Nevada 
state lines tomorrow. The Arizona 
border is reported to be complete- 
ly closed. 

Gov. B. B. Moeur of Arizona 
termed the program a “publicity 
bluff,” and Nevada authorities said 
they were “watching developments 
with interest.” 

Gov. Frank Merriam charged 
that some western states have tak- 
en steps to speed indigents to Cal- 
ifornia, saying: “There are stations 
in Arizona where Chambers of 
Commerce furnish gasoline to itin- 
erants to help them along to Cali- 
fornia.”

VITAMIN H CONCENTRATION 


Dr. Lela E. Booher of Columbia U. 
Says Experiments Resulted in 
Partial Isolation. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—Dr. Lela E. 
Booher, Columbia University chem- 
istry instructor, said yesterday that 
after several years of experiment 
she had succeeded in obtaining a 
concentration—or partial isolation 

—of vitamin H. 

Deficiency in vitamin H is be- 
lieved to be a cause of pellagra, 
skin and digestive disorder attrib- 
uted to improper diet. She said her 
experiments indicated that ade- 
quate amounts of the vitamin are 
present in a normal balanced diet 
and that a pint of rich milk per 
day alone would supply enough of 
it. 

A concentrate of vitamin G was 
first prepared and then put through 
Fuller's earth to absorb the vita- 


terial remained, she said in de- 
scribing the process. Under a pow- 
erful microscope, she said, the vi- 
tamin H substance had the appear- 
ance of snow crystals. She said

“That constitutes an announce- 
ment of your candidacy, doesn’t 
it?” a reporter asked Borah after 
the Senator gave out his statement. 
“It would appear so,” he replied. 


“You are going to sign the nec- 
essary papers?” “Certainly.” 

The regular organization in the 
State has been working toward an 
uninstructed delegation, possibly by 
having the members pledged to “a 
favorite” from within the State.

Borah will be 71 years old next

Ohioans at Conference. 

The Ohioans who conferred with 
him were former Senator McCul- 
loch of Worthington, John 8S, Knight 
and C. Nelson Sparks of Akron, 
Daniel E. Morgan of Cleveland, and 
Max Myerovich of Youngstown. 
Knight is publisher of the Akron 
Beacon-Journal, Morgan a former 
city manager of Cleveland and My- 
erovich heads the Elections Board 
of Mahoning County. 

Ohio has 52 delegates in the na- 
tional convention, two each for the 
22 district congressmen and two 
each for its two Senators and two 
Representatives-at-large. 

There are two ballots in the pri- 
mary, one for delegates and one to 
express a preference for President. 
Borah plans to enter the preferen- 
tial primary only if some other 
leading candidate does so. 

Asked whether his statement

ARATKY 10 APPEAL 
FOR SPEUIAL ELECTION 


Circuit Court Injunction 
Against Vote on Trolley Pur- 
chase Plan Made Permanent.

Following issuance yesterday of a 
permanent injunction by Circuit 
Judge Frank C. O’Malley against 
the calling of a special city elec- 
tion on Robert Kratky’s proposal 
for sale of the street railway sys- 
tem to the city, Kratky announced 
he would appeal to the State Su- 
preme Court. 

Before making the _ injunction 
permanent, Judge O’Malley over- 
ruled a motion by Kratky, in be- 
half of five intervenors, to dissolve 
the temporary injunction granted 
last Dec. 30: The injunction suit 
was filed in the name of Clarence 
Baum, 4848 Terry avenue, and was 


directed against the city and the 
Election Board. 

Kratky headed an organization 
which filed initiative petitions for 
two ordinances, one to direct the 
Mayor and Comptroller to purchase 
the street railway and bus systems 
for not more than $25,000,000, and 
the other calling an election on a 
bond issue to provide the funds. In 
the course of procedure as provided 
in the City Charter, the Board of 
Aldermen having failed to pass the 
ordinances petitioned for, it would 
have been necessary to call special 
elections on them if the injunction 
had not been issued. 

The Election Board estimated 
that the cost of two special elec- 
tions which would have been neces- 
sary on the proposals would have 
been about $215,000. 

In granting the injunction, the 
court held that the proposed ordi-

GARMISCH-PARTENKIRCHEN, 
England, Feb. 5.—-Three two-man 
American bobsled teams recorded 
good times in practice runs down 


steady snow fall. 

The best American time of the 
abbreviated session was turned in 
by the combination of Ivan Brown 
and Alan Washbond of Keene Val- 
ley, N. Y. They were clocked in 
1 minute 502-10 seconds, 

Richard Lawrence of Branchville, 
N. J.. and Gilbert Colgate of New 
York, sped down the course in 1:56 
and J. Hubert Stevens and Craw- 
ford C. Merkel of Lake Placid, N. 
Y., were timed in 1:58.2. 

The sled carrying Baron Eduard 
von Falz-Fein of Liechtenstein 
spilled on the famous Bavarian 
curve about two-thirds of the way 
down the run. He suffered leg in- 
juries. Competitors from France, 
Italy, Belgium and Luxemburg and 
narrow escapes. 

U. S. Course Termed Harder. 

The Bavarian curve, a sharp hair- 
pin turn around an ice wall, pre- 
sented the major difficulty because 
|of the roughness of its construc-

Americans expressed themsielves 
pleased with the course, but said 
it wasn't as difficult as the Mount 
von Hovenburg run at Lake Placid. 
where the 1932 winter Olympic 
Games were held. They said the 
Bavarian curve was not as diffi- 
cult to negotiate as the three main 
curves at Lake Placid.

AVALCADE’S hoof trouble, 

experienced off and on during 
two years, reminds turf follow- 
ers that bad feet frequently 
cause early retirement or break- 
ing down of high-class race 
horses. 

Racing fans often wonder what 
causes that. No doubt several 
factors enter into consideration. 
Hard or “pasteboard” tracks 
cause much trouble. Inherited 
hoof or leg weakness likewise 
contributes. 

Chiefl¥ responsible, however, is 
the too severe campaigning of 
two-year-olds, experienced horse- 
men believe. Here is a _ state- 
ment mailed to us by J. E. Wide- 
ner, managing director of the 
Hialeah race track and himself 
owner of one of the finest sta- 
bles in the country: 

“I believe that two-year-olds are 
raced too often and too strenuously. 
Young horses should be given every 
chance to develop gradually and nat- 
urally. 

“Racing In the oider division has 
been hard hit because of a dearth «af 
sound horses. in many instances this 
can be traced to the gruelling grind 
of training and racing in their juvenile 
year. This results in many of these 
colts and fillies being unfit for rac- 
ing on becomifig three-year-olds. 

“The attractiveness of early oppor- 
tunities afforded these youngsters has 
evercome the better judgment of horse- 
men. 

“The breaking-down of these young- 
sters in a great number of cases can 
be charged to trainers in their eager- 
ness to get them keyed up to perform 
too often. We should concentrate on 
developing sturdier horses for racing in 
their matured years. This can be ac- 
complished only by preserving the 
physical well-being of the two-year- 
oid.”’ 

. 


Raced Too Young. 


Of even greater importance is 
the too early-racing of juveniles. 
They begin on Jan. 1, the birth- 
day of all horses, when some of 
the youngsters are not yet actual- 
ly two years old. 

Racing immature colts and fil- 
lies through a strenuous cam- 
paign over all kinds of tracks 
should account for a lot of bad 
three-year-olds and older handi- 
cap performers.

He knew every bend and every 
nook, he knew every bluff, every hill and 
every hollow, he knew them all by name 
and he knew their lore. He knew all the 
wild flowers and had made magnificent 
photographs of them all. Clark McAd- 
ams loved the Ozarks, and the love of 
such a man should be heeded. 

The Government is now establishing in 
the Ozarks a national park consisting of 
15 units. The most beautiful of these 
units will be located in Shannon County. 
Through it flows the Current River, Mr. 
McAdams’ favorite. This unit should be 
named after Clark McAdams. And some 
of us should get together and erect some- 
where in Shannon County a tablet bear- 
ing the words that Otto Heller spoke at 
his coffin: “Clark McAdams’ great 
goodness was reflected in his incorrupti- 


ble faith in human nature.”

Urges Power Plant for New High School.

I HAVE observed a news report that 
the building committee of the Board 
of Education has askeg Washington Uni- 
versity to recommend an ehgineer to 
study the bids for an electric plant for 
the new Southwest High School.

LITTLE WATERS. 

Much has been heard of the great projects by 
which efforts are being made to preserve and de- 
velop the country’s national resources. They hold 
the center of the stage—the huge flood-control pro- 
grams, those for navigation, irrigation, power devel- 
opment, reclamation, forest reserves, national parks 
and so on. It is not to minimize the importance of 
these big undertakings to say that the problem of “‘lit- 
tle waters’”—the tributary streams, the small lakes, 
ponds and swamps—has been largely overlooked and 
neglected. Usually, of course, these form a part of 
the greater problems attacked in the major under- 
takings, but effort will be wasted if only the larger 
phases are considered. 

As Secretary Ickes has written, “We must utilize 
and control small streams if we are fully to utilize 
and control great ones.” This is the idea behind the 
new report on the subject, recently issued by the 
National Resources Committee. It is the product of 
collaboration by the Soil Conservation Service, Re- 
settlement Administration and Rural Electrification 
Administration. 

The report, which has been transmitted to Con- 
gress by the President, with recommendations, is es- 
sentially another study inspired by the question, “Is 
the United States a permanent country?” The pio- 
neers, beholding a continent of unparalleled natural 
resources, would have viewed the question as fantas- 
tic. Students of today, viewing the wastage of erosion 
and forest plundering and exhausted soil, are re- 
minded of the deserts of China, Mesopotamia and 
Northern Africa, which also once were fertile lands, 
supporting high agrarian civilizations. They can 
readily foresee a time when, with waste and exploita- 
tion unchecked, America’s assets will have been dis- 
sipated. “When the soil is gone, men must go; and 
the process does not take long,” said Theodore Roose- 
velt. To which the present report adds: “As waters 
are lost, the soil may be lost.” 

The little waters, like the little drops that go to 
make up the ocean, thus play an important part in 
the national economy. The natural balance of land 
and water forces too often is impaired by the desire 
to rush the waters to the sea. Destruction of forests, 
drainage of wet lands, plowing under of natural sod 
all have stimulated this process, leaving less mois- 
ture for absorption into the soil and causing higher 
flood levels along the main rivers. Straightening 
and dredging of streams often has affected the price- 
less groundwater store. These steps have hastened 
the run-off of water necessary for agriculture and 
thus increased destructive erosion. Says the report: 

A large proportion of the waters precipitated 
on the land surface find their way to the oceans 
without having rendered all their potential serv- 
ices to man; and in their course, they destroy 
property and frequently human lives. 

It is thus apparent that “every farm, every pas- 
ture, every wood lot, every acre of the public do- 
main,” to quote President Roosevelt, figures in this 
phase of the problem. How best to control this 
widespread natural force? Mr. Roosevelt points out 
that Congress could not formulate, nor could the exec- 
utive carry out, an all-embracing plan on the sub- 
ject, even if such procedure were desirable and per- 
missible under our form of government. He therefore 
passes along the National Resources Committee's 
recommendations for a co-operative program among 
all units of government, and calls on Congress for 
indorsement of such a policy. 

The program is largely along the lines of efforts 
already under way, such as research and educational 
work by the Soil Conservation Service, the Forest 
Service, Geological Survey, experiment stations, 
county agents, etc.. The report also recommends the 
launching of local and state projects, with aid from 
the funds and services of the Government, for con- 
servation, erosion control and flood control. An- 
other step it urges is for “permissive and directive 
legislation which would facilitate the organization 
of small community districts or authorities whose 
physical characteristics indicate the necessity of an 
interstate conservation area.” 

Because “problem areas do not coincide with po- 
litical areas,” the report says, “government on every 
level must stand ready to co-operate.” Every land 
owner and land user, as well, must stand ready to 
co-operate. It is by no means a problem for polit- 
ical consideration. It is part of a national emer- 
gency, whose co-operative solution is a national in- 
surance policy against the encroachments of the 
sterile desert which engulfs exploited and neglected 
natural resources. 
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UNCLE SAM AS HOUSEWIFE. 

A new high in Federal paternalism has just been 
reached. Or perhaps it would be a bit more accurate 
to say Federal maternalism. This is the WPA but- 
ton-sewing project, authorized for Macon County, 
Ill, Official menders on the WPA payroll will be 
placed in each of the county’s schools. Pupils arriv- 
ing at school with torn clothing or minus buttons 
will be sent to the mender for immediate attention. 

This differs from boondoggling in that it is use- 
ful work. It is similar, however, to the host of small 
civic projects authorized by WPA, undertakings that 
the cities could and should put through for themselves. 
Mending and button-sewing are mothers’ duties if 
anything is. Uncle Sam reaches new heights of un- 
necessary benevolence when he steps in to relieve 
Macon County mothers of this little chore. Next 
thing we know, there will be Federal face-washers in 
all the schools, to take over the responsibility for 
little Willie’s neck and ears. 
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THE ROCOCO ROOF IS SHROUDED. 

That palatial new home of the United States 
Supreme Court seems to have a good many of the 
modern inconveniences. A little while ago, its 
acoustics were, so to speak, on the carpet. Precisely 
what the trouble was never was explained, but the 
complaint was that a Justice at one end of the bench 
couldn't hear what a Justice at the other end was 
saying. The surmise might be indulged that, in a 
recent case of large consequence, the learned gentle- 
man who pronounced the majority opinion would be 
happier if he never heard the dissenting opinion, but 
by that we do not wish to be misunderstood as de- 
fending defective acoustics. Acoustics, we insist, 
have to be like Caesar’s wife, or out they go into 
the snow. 

Now it is the lighting that has gone giddy. The 
ceiling’s decor has everything, we are informed, 
to be found in early, middle and late Renaissance. 
Precisely what does that mean? A lot, a whole lot. 
A dazzling canopy. A rococo roof. As they walked 
out of the Byzantine splendor at the end of the 
day, the Justices found themselves in the next- 
morning plight of what lesser mortals describe as 


swathed in white, the fierce illumination has been 
subdued and the court has been rescued from the 
static blare and ecstatic glare. 

Eventually, it may be Selieved, the castled elegance 
in which they now labor may be as comfortable, 
almost, as their simple old domicile which several 
of the Justices, it has been whispered, were loath 
to leave. 
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NO EUROPE FOR TOM. 

The drifts of today will presently have vanished, 
even as Villon’s snows of yesteryear, and June will 
wear the crimson rambler’s flush, and red roses will 
bloom beside July’s mellowing road, and the fields 
will sing their ballad of plenty under the harvest 
moon, and one of our eminent citizens who ordinarily 
misses the season’s varied processional will be here 
to see it—right here up to his ears. 

“Eminent citizen’ may be an inadequate designa- 
tion. There are those who regard him as a semi- 
benevolent despot. Others speak in harsher accents. 
Waiving both devotion and denunciation, he may be 
accurately presented, we think, as Kansas City’s cos- 
mopolite. The blue and gold enchantment of sum- 
mer’s afternoons beckons from afar and he answers. 
Europe will call in vain this year. 

No grand tour for Tom Pendergast in 1936. No 
indolent musing in the garden of the Tuileries, haunt- 
ed by ghosts of terror, by legends of triumph, by 
the vague might-have-beens would Marie Antoinette 
have believed‘that desperado of duplicity, Mirabeau.

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A CAUSE TO BE ENCOURAGED. 

Citizens of Illinois should welcome the news that 
sentiment is taking form at Springfield for the sub- 
mission this November of an amendment to the State 
Constitution under which a State income tax law 
could be adopted. The revenue problem in Illinois 
will never be solved so long as the State is unable 
to require large incomes to bear their share of the 
tax burden and this in turn, so the State Supreme 
Court has ruled, must wait on a change of the un- 
fortunately rigid revenue article of the State Con- 
stitution. 

As has been remarked frequently, the defeat of 
such a proposal in 1930 and of the proposed call for 
a constitutional convention in 1934 was due in large 
measure to the way these propositions were virtually 
hidden from view on the main ballot. Under the

PROTECT THE STATE CAPITOL ART. 

The $225,000 project to renovate the Missouri State 
Capitol and its decorations is more than a project to 
make work in a time of unemployment. Also, it is 
more than a piece of routine. It is an opportunity 
to enhance the art treasures which are stored in the 
beautiful structure overlooking the Missouri River 
at Jefferson City. The stand of Mrs. William R. 
Painter of Carrollton, a member of the commission 
which had charge of decorating the Capitol, therefore, 
is well taken. Any cleaning of the Capitol’s valuable 
murals and other art decorations must be under the 
supervision of a person or group qualified to direct 
such work. Proper renovation can add to the life of 
these works of art; inexperienced hands, in all like- 
lihood, would ruin them. The report that a former 
Kansas City grocery and meat market proprietor 
may be placed in charge of the project is enough to 
alarm Mrs. Painter. It alarms us, and should alarm 
every Missourian. The historic panels which Carl 
Wimar painted in the dome of the old Courthouse in 
1862 were ruined by bungling renovators.

The Financial Vortex 


print the money to pay the bonus have 
unintentionally made perfectly plain the 
real problem of Government spending. 

The bonus, as voted by Congress, is an 
outright gift, over and above their legal 
rights, to about one-tenth of the electorate 
of a sum larger than the total expenditures 
of the national Government in the year be- 
fore the war. The gift was made, in spite 
of two vetoes. by the President, because 
more than a majority of the members of 
Congress hoped either that the veterans 
would reward them at the polls or feared 
that the veterans would punish them. 

As against the visible organized power of 
the veterans, the rest of the electorate did 
not count. So much for that, But once the 
money had been voted, the question of how 
it was to be paid had to arise, This question 
does affect the other voters. 

The answer of the Patman group is that 
the money should be paid to the veterans, 
but that the cost must be concealed from the 
people. They are unwilling to levy direct 
taxes. That would be noticed. They are 
unwilling even to borrow the money. That 
would be partially visible, at least, in the 
national debt, and its cost would be felt in 
the bills for interest and amortization. They 
wish to print the money, because by that 
method the money will seem to cost noth- 
ing. Thus the veterans will rejoice in their 
bonus and the taxpayers will not complain.

Tori members of Congress who wish to 


Gov. Landon spoke the other night of “the 
financial vortex into which we are being 
drawn.” What makes it a vortex is that the 
political demand for expenditures is not 
checked by the political necessity of paying 
for them. There is no resistance, and the 
reason there is none is that the money is 
spent visibly and is paid for invisibly. 

The constant effort of Congress is to in- 
crease the direct expenditures which please 
groups and communities and to disguise as 
completely as possible the costs. It is this 
insidious tendency, already deeply estab- 
lished, which must, if not reversed, lead to 
uncontrollable extravagance and the cor- 
ruption of representative government. 

It is important to fix in mind the principal 
stages in what may accurately be called the 
degeneration of the national fiscal system. 

The first step, taken during the Coolidge 
administration, consisted in striking from 
the income tax rolls about half the income 
tax payers. This left as income tax payers 
so small a percentage of the voters that they 
were negligible. The income tax payers 
ceased to be a political force with which 
Congress felt it needed to reckon. 

The second step consisted in levying in- 
direct taxes upon the people. This has now 
reached the point where the revenues this 
year will be raised only 30 per cent from vis- 
ible taxes and 70 per cent from indirect and 
invisible taxes. 

The third step consisted, of course, in bor- 
rowing to cover the deficit. If we add to 
the money raised by invisible taxes the 
invisible 
method of borrowing, we arrive at the start- 
ling result that out of total expenditures of 
seven billion dollars, only $1,400,000,000, or 
one-fifth, is being raised by taxes that the 
taxpayer actually knows he is paying. 

When only $1 out of every $5 voted by 
Congress is actually known to come out of 
anyone’s pocket, when those who pay the 
bulk of these direct taxes are not more than 
a few hundred thousand voters, how in the 


name of common sense can one expect Con- 
gress, composed as it is of ordinary men, to 
resist the demands of powerful pressure 
groups? There are not enough persons who 
pay direct taxes to the Federal Government 
to elect three Congressmen if they were all 
gathered in the same place. 

What counts politically, it must be re- 
alized, is not who really pays the bill, but 
who thinks he is paying the bill. The mass 
of the people pay 70 per cent of the money 
the Government raises. But they do not 
know it. And as long as they do not know 
it, there will be no check on the mounting 
expenditures of the Federal Government. 

It is the ease with which money is raised 
that accounts for the irresponsible way in 
which it is spent. The hardest way to raise 
money is to send the voters an income tax 
bill. Only a negligible minority receive an 
income tax bill, The next step down the 
path of easy money is to levy indirect taxes. 
They are felt a little, but not very much. 
The next easiest way is to borrow. 
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The last stage is the stage Mr. Patman 
and his friends have reached. It is to print 
the money. At that stage, there is no chetk 
whatever on expenditures, since it costs 
practically nothing to print money. That is 
why resort to the printing press has almost 
invariably ended in a catastrophe. 

Why is it that it ends in catastrophe? The 
simple truth of the matter is that the print- 
ing-press method removes all restraint upon 
expenditure. The money seems to cost noth- 
ing. So it is lavishly spent. But, in fact, 
nothing can be spent that has not previously 
been earned, and inflation by the printing 
press is nothing but the most thoroughly 
disguised form of taxation that exists. 

You cannot give an automobile to a vet- 
eran without manufacturing the automobile. 
You cannot manufacture the automobile 
without paying the wages of the workers 


_and the cost of the materials and the inter- 


est on the capital. If the veteran does not 
pay for his bonus automobile, someone else 
must pay for it. The automobile is not cre- 
ated out of air by law of Congress. It has 
to be made and paid for by somebody. 

If the Government prints the money that 
the veteran uses, that printed money is noth- 
ing but a tax bill against the national in- 
come. It entitles the veteran to draw on 
the national income for that amount. It is, 
therefore, misleading, unconsciously mis- 
leading, I am willing to admit, for Mr. Pat- 
man and his friends to say that they do not 
wish to levy taxes, but that they wish to 
print the money. When they’ print money, 
they are levying taxes. 

They happen to be levying the worst kind 
of taxes known, taxes that everyone pays 
without knowing he is paying them. 

The financial vortex which Gov. Landon 
referred to is indeed a dangerous one. The 
danger will not be averted by talking in 
general terms about the virtue of economy. 
Pressure groups acting on a Congress which 
refuses to levy direct taxes will make non- 
sense out of all the sermons on economy 
ever preached until someone has the courage 
and the power to substitute direct taxes on 
a broad popular base for indirect taxes and 
deficit financing. 

The administration leaders know that. The 
Republican leaders know that. But as yet, 
no responsible leader in either party has 
dared to go to the people and tell them the 
truth.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—Girls 
born today may expect to live 62.6 
years, boys 59.1 years. Reporting 
this to a House committee, Dr. 
Hugh S. Cumming, retiring Sur- 
geon-General of the United States, 
said a substantial increase in the 
normal life expectancy since 1920 
had been due largely to better care 
of infants and children. 

“You and I have no more expec- 
tation than men of our age had 
20 years ago,” he said, “but there 
is an increase among younger peo- 
ple.” 

The difference of life expectancy 
between men and women he at- 
tributed to “the greater stress of 
life for men in industry, although 
that would be a decreasing cause, 
due to the fact women are going 
more into business and industry.”

Today it is so widely 
used that even my dearest enemies, 
who always say, “I don’t like any- 
thing connected with that man Cul- 
bertson—I'll make up my own sys- 
tem,” make one reservation: “ 
but I'll use the 45 no trump con- 
vention.” 

The idea of this convention was 
to show key cards. When a player 
bids four no trump, he shows two 
aces and the king of a bid suit; 
sometimes three aces. When he 
bids four no trump, then later bids 
five no trump, he shows all four 
aces. When he bids’ five no trump 
without first bidding four no trump, 
according to the original plan, he 
showed three aces and one king 
of a bid suit. 


The four no trump part of it al- 
ways has worked beautifully, but 
@ year ago we discovered that the 
five no trump bid, to show three 
aces and a king, seldom was used, 
and, when used, seldom was effec- 
tive. It did not help materially 
in reaching grand slams. So we 
made the bid stronger, so that it 
would show three aces and two 
kings of bid suits. 

We found that it didn’t work any 
better that way. And suddenly it oc- 
curred to me that it never would 
work. When a person has such a 
strong hand, containing five honor 
tricks or more, he doesn’t need to 
show anything. He is the captain 
of the hand, and it is up to his 
partner to show his groceries to 
him. 


slam if he has the proper cards. 

First requirement: The five no 
trump bid must be a jump bid. The 
bidder must skip at least one round 
to reach it, such as bidding five no 
trump over four hearts, or over 
three of any suit. 

Second requirement: The partner 
of the person who bids five no trump 
must bid seven if he holds the 
queen or better in the five no trump 
bidder’s trump suit, and at least 
one ace. Obviously, with the ace of 
his partner’s trump suit, the one 
ecard fills both purposes and seven 
must be bid. 


Third requirement: Without the 
high trump card and the ace, the 
partner must sign off at six and, 
in signing off, or in jumping to 
seven, he must make his bid in the 
lowest ranking suit previously bid 
by either partner. 

The man who bids five no trump 
has no requirements to think about. 
All he need know is that if his part- 
ner has a high trump and an ace 
he can make a grand slam.
